Slick thinking 


Pro tip: Don’t 
fall on the ice

It’s time for the other March of the Penguins. 

Many a Chicagoan has been there— when 
the mad dash for the evening bus turns into 
slapstick comedy as commuters slip, slide and 
fall on the neverending network of icy side- 
walks this winter. 

Record cold snaps and the return of the po- 
lar vortex are bringing more ice to city streets, 
but that doesn’t mean anyone should be bust- 
ing ass if it can be avoided. 

While we were shuffling around our car- 
peted office Wednesday afternoon, RedEye 
called on experts in walking on slick surfaces 
(yes, they exist) to tell us how it’s done. 

1. Walk like a penguin 

“The challenge is, most of us walk with very 
big strides that take our center of gravity away 
from us, making it really easy to slip,” said Ken 
Ramirez, the executive vice president of ani- 
mal care and training at the Shedd Aquarium. 

“Taking little tiny steps like penguins do can 
be really helpful. Even when you’re in a hurry 
you just have to take small steps, and you’ll get 
there faster because you won’t be falling.” 

2. Imagine you’re a glass 
of water? 

Tom Moose, 31, a sales lead at the R.E.I. in 
Lincoln Park, said people should imagine a 
glass of water and shift their weight delicately 

“If you think about it, walking and run- 
ning is basically just falling when you catch 
yourself,” he said. “Think of walking like 
pouring water from one glass to another. 
That’s how you should pour your weight 
into your next foot.” 

3. Special footgear would be nice 

Moose, who has hiked the grueling 
Appalachian Trail and the Pacific Crest Trail, 
said his go-to plan for preventing bad winter 
slips includes a product called YakTrax, 
which are stainless steel coils that can be 
strapped over shoes to create more friction 
between feet and the slippery ground. The 
product is designed for walkers, runners and 
other winter athletes. 

Whether one wants to invest in extra foot 
gear for navigating the trek from apartment to 
train or not. Moose recommends people pay 
careful attention to the bottoms of their shoes. 

‘Any sort of {rubber} sole is going to be

Stickier than anything else, but if you wear all 
the tread off your shoes, you’re out of luck,” 
he said. Eor example, “the bottom of a run- 
ning shoe is going to be much flatter because 
you’re trying to move fast.” 

4 . Don’t get cocky 

Jennifer Hsu, a doctoral candidate at the To- 
ronto Rehabilitation Institute, who research- 
es shoes that help limit ice slips, said people 
often slip when they get too confident with 
their footing on ice. 

“Erequency of slips is helped by cleats, but 
when you do slip you actually can have quite a 
big dangerous slip,” she said. “We think that’s 
because when you wear {cleats} you gain a 
sense of confidence in them, and rather than 
walking like a penguin your walk is a bit more 
risky than it should be.” 

Hsu also recommends people slow their 
walk, planning for extra time to get where 
they need to go, take smaller steps and walk 
“flat-footed” by striking the ground with the 
entire foot, as opposed to the heel or the ball 
of the foot. 

Of course, not even the best shoes will save 
someone who isn’t using common sense. 

“You have to be aware,” she said. “Even if 
you have very good shoes, if the snow doesn’t 
clear from the bottom of the shoe, you’re just 
walking with snow on top of a slippery sur- 
face— and that will be extremely slippery”

Two men, ages 18 and 35, were shot 
to death in the 9100 block of South 
Commercial Avenue, officials said. 

Chicago logged 11 double homicides last 
year, down from 24 double homicides in 
2012, according to RedEye data. 

In the past week, gunshot homicides 
were recorded in Austin, Chatham, Chicago 
Lawn, Englewood, Portage Park and South 
Lawndale, RedEye determined. 

Fifteen homicides have been logged so 
far this year. Forty-four homicides were re- 
corded in January 2013, RedEye found.

Woman charged with 
abandoning aliigator

An Oakbrook Terrace woman has been 
charged with animal cruelty and reckless con- 
duct after leaving a baby alligator to fend for 
itself at O’Hare in November. 

Alexis T. Prokopchuk, 29, was charged with 
animal cruelty and reckless conduct, both 
misdemeanors after she was arrested around 
noon Tuesday in Chicago, according to police. 
She was ordered held on $5,000 bail. 

‘AJlie,” as the 25-inch gator was dubbed, 
was spotted underneath an escalator in the 
lower level of Terminal 3 on Nov i. It was in 
poor condition, suffering from soft bones 
from an improper diet, among other things, 
authorities said at the time. 


Police managed to whisk it into a box, and 
Allie was transferred to the care of the Chi- 
cago Herpetological Society 

Prokopchuk had been spotted on surveil- 
lance cameras on the Blue Line holding the 
gator and then entering the lower level of 
Terminal 3, where she let it loose, according to 
a police report. 

Prokopchuk told officers she and her ex- 
boyfriend took the gator from a friend who 
was going to flush it down the toilet, the re- 
port said. 

Then, on Nov i, she “was so {high} on crack 
cocaine and heroin and had taken some pills,” 
that she lost the gator after coming to the air- 
port, the report said.

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bookends

Every bookworm wants his or her 
own personal library— preferably the 
one from “Beauty and the Beast.” 
Realistically, there probably isn’t room 
for something so grand in that one- 
bedroom apartment. Making your own 
bookends is a great way to start— they 
show off your favorite conversation 
starters and also tell people a little more 
about yourself They are completely 
customizable and will help those ran- 
dom piles of books look a little more 
organized.

What you’ll need: 

» Four pieces of scrap wood (approximately 
6 in. X 6 in. x 10 in. and up to 1 in. thick) 

» Sandpaper 

» Brush-on paint in the color of your choice 
» Paintbrush 
» Mod Podge 
» Glue gun 


» Two small random objects, no larger than the 
piece of the wood (This is how you custom- 
ize. Use anything from a plastic toy tiger to a 
vintage camera to a ceramic owl. They don’t 
have to match, but they should coordinate.) 

» Spray paint in the color of your choice 
(optional) 


1 . Sand down the wood until smooth. 

2 . Paint all sides with the brush-on paint. You 
can do a solid color, use painter’s tape to make 
a cool design or, if you’ve got the talent, free- 
hand. Once all sides are dry, seal it. Mod Podge 
works great if you use wood from the craft 
store. 

3 . Squeeze a small amount of glue from the 
gun along the skinny edge of one piece of 
wood. Attach it to another piece at a 90-degree 
angle. Do the same with the other two pieces. If 
it seems unsteady, put some more glue around 
thejoint-you can paint over it. Let dry. 

4 . If you like the way your random objects look 
with your painted wood, leave them as-is. If 
you went the dollar-store-toy route, spray paint 
them to make them a little fancier. Some metal- 
lic gold paint can make that $1 toy look like it 
cost significantly more. 

5 . Once the objects are dry, use your glue gun 
to stick them to the inside of your 90-degree 
angle. Let dry. 

6 . Grab a pile of books, set the bookends on ei- 
ther side and suddenly you have a very stylish 
start to the library of your dreams. 

TIP: For an interesting design, head to a store 
like Paper Source or Dick Blick, where you can 
buy beautiful patterned paper. Measure it to fit 
your wood pieces and decoupage the paper 
using Mod Podge, being sure to smooth it over 
the wood. If you do this, choose simple objects 
to put on the outside so your bookends don’t 
look too busy.
